We are losing the confidence of our friends in Europe 
and in Asia Absorbed in trying to checkmate a handful of men in the 
Kremlin, we have forgotten the millions of human beings for whom the 
real enemy is hunger, poverty and lock of opportunity. 
Even for ourselves the hope of security, freedom and peoce grows 
more remote, and the danger of losing our basic liberties increases. By 
choosing th# way of the sword we foe# only two alternatives One is the 
possibility that we may be hastening the very war we would avert.
